the  churcp  abandon  its  house  of  worship, 
on  Sunday  niglit,  and  take  up  its  abode  in 
a theater  building;  and  too,  when  one  is 
just  as  close  to  the  “center”  of  things  as 
the  other!  If  this  be  true,  let’s  build  no 
more  churches,  just  rent  theater  buildings. 
As  the  down  t<  wn  church  is  supported  in 
its  congregation  from  the  hotels  he  in- 
dulges usual  tajlk  about  visiting  the  h ^tels 
and  giving  a personal  invitation,  which

Kev.  Emil  M.  Martinson,  tells  of  "The 
Method  of  Evangelism  in  a YillageChurch.”

Was  borr  after  the  Greek  and  latin  were 
dead  languages.  It  was  born  on  the 
Rhine  about  one  hundred  years  ago,  and 
it  has  the  smell  of  wine  vet,  distinctly. 
Websters’  International  Dictionary,  1894, 
savs,  "Wpltz.  ( erman,  ’from  walzen  to 
roll,  revolve,  dam*.  See  Welter.”  Turn- 
ing to  "Welter’  we  see  "To  roll  over. 

Again  “(  Waltz  I To  roll  as  the  body  of 
an  animal!  especially  in  anything  foul."
